ANADIANS RECEIVING INTEREST OR 

dividend Income from investments in the 
United States are finding 27% per cent 
ducted. The 1941 United States tax law now 
in effect provides for such deduction on 
income paid to residents of another country, 
including Canada. This tax bears heavily 
on individuals dependent on American in- 
come, including American citizens 
in Canada as well as Canadians with United 
States holdings, A number of both already 
have been compelled to leave Victoria and 
establish permanent residence south of the 
border to escape the 271% per cent tax. The 
levy is thus working to reduce the volume 
of U.S, exchange available to Canada 


Under the Reciprocal Tax Convention of | 


1936 between Canada and the United States, 
each country levied a 5 per cent tax on 
income payable to residents in the other 


country. Last year Canada raised its with- 


holding tax from 5 to 15 per cent, in the | 


expectation of its producing $30,000,000 extra 
revenue. The United States replied by rais- 
ing its tax to 16% and in the 1941 tax bill 
increased it to 2744 per cent. 
An analysis indicates that Canada is now

To Get Parcels

STABILIZATION 


OF PRICES AND WAGE 
Your Country asks your loyal support of this 


necessary Wartime Measure 


Two NEW CONTROLS have now 
become essential in Canada’s wartime 
design for living. These are: 


(4) Control of Prices 


Commencing November 17, 1941, there 
may be no increase in the prices of goods 
and services generally unless absolutely 
necéssary and authorized by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 


(2) Control of Wages 


No employer, with certain limited excep- 
tions, may increase the basic wage rates 
paid to his employees unless authorized by 
a Board on which the Government, em- 
ployers and employees are represented. But 
after February 15, 1942, every employer, 
with the same exceptions, will be obliged 
to pay a cost of living bonus and to adjust 
this bonus every three months. 


Action Necessary to Stop Inflation 


This Government action has been taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 
and its subsequent depression, unemployment 
and suffering. 

Every housewife knows that prices are rising, 
and rising prices, unless controlled, will make 
it more costly and difficult to finance the war. 
Rising prices, unchecked, will spread confusion 
in industry and trade; will hinder production 
and proper distribution of supplies; will make 
the cost of living rise more rapidly than wages 
and salaries; will lessen the value of savings; 
will result in hardship for almost everyone, and 
especially those with small incomes. And the 
result of uncontrolled inflation, after the war, 
when prices drop, will again be depression and 
unemployment. Prices cannot be controlled 
without control of wages. Excess profits are, 
and will continue to be, under rigid control. 


Coverage of Wages Stabilization Order 
The Order is applicable to the 
employers: 
1—Every employer normally subject to the 

Industrial Disputes Investigation Act. 
2—Every employer engaged in the manufacture 

of munitions of war, or war supplies, or the 

construction of defence projects 


following 


3—Every building trades employer with ten or 
more employees. 

4—Every other private employer with fifty or 
more employees. 

The Order does not apply to employers in 
peering or fishing, or to hospitals, religious, 
charitable or educational associations operated 
on a non-profit basis. 


Wage Provisions 


Except on written permission of the National 
War Labour Board, no employer may increase 
his basic wage rates. This permission can only 
be given in cases where the Board has found 
the wage rates to be low. Wage rates which are 
unduly high will not have to be decreased, 
but in such cases the Board may order the 
employer to defer the cost of living bonus. 


Cost of Living Bonus 


Every employer covered by the Order must pay 
to all his employees-except those above the rank 
of foreman a wartime cost of living bonus. 
Effective November 15; each employer already 
paying a bonus under PC 7440 of December 16, 
1940, shall add to such bonus an amount based 
on the rise in the cost of living index for 
October, 1941, above the index number used to 
determine the current amount of the bonus. 


Effective February 15, 1942, each employer 
who has not been paying a cost of living bonus 
must begin to pay a bonus based on the rise in the 
index between October, 1941, and January, 1942, 
unless ordered by the Board to base the bonus 
on the rise in the cost of living over a longer 


period. 


The bonus is calculated on the following basis: 
For each rise of one point in the cost of living 
the amount of the bonus shall be 25 cents per 
week, except for male workers under 21 years 
of age and female workers, who, if employed at 
basic rates of less than $25.00 per week, shall 
receive a bonus of 1 percent of heir basic wage 
rates. 

These bonuses will be 
every three months 


adjusted regularly 


Administration 


The Order will be administered by five regional 
Boards under the direction of a National War 
Labour Board. Labour and employers will be 
represented on each of these Boards. Watch for 
the announcement of these Boards to which 
inquiries concerning the application of the 
Order should be directed. 


Whole-Hearted Support Required 


Your Government knows that this policy, as it affects labour, industry, commerce, 
and agriculture, demands a degree of restriction to which Canadians are not 
accustomed, -and is directly a wartime measure. It will demand self-discipline 
and self-control. It will need the whole-hearted support of every one who has the 
well-being of his fellow citizens at heart. But by loyal co-operation, Canadians 
can have much more assurance that the fears, sense of insecurity, the suffering 
and profiteering which inflation always brings, will neither interfere now in the 
winning of this war, nor in the recovery and reconstruction of Canada and the 
Canadian way of living after the war is over.

Baby Swordfish Have 
Barbs But No Swords 


If you saw a baby swordfish in 
the séa, you might not think it 
amounted to much. A new- 
hatched swordfish is only about 
one-fifth of an inch long. 

Even after the baby sword- 
fish is a week or two old, it does 
not look extra-interesting, It has 
no sword. 2 

The jaws of a little swordfish 
are of equal length. As the 
months go by, it grows barbs 
around its body, and these help 
keep other fish from gobbling it 
up. 

Big changes later take place. 
The swordfish loses its barbs, 
but its upper jaw grows out. In 
other words, what we call a 
sword comes into being. 

The breeding habits of sword- 
fish are not known completely. 
Yet it appears that many, if not

most, of the swordfish around the 
Atlantic shores of this continent 
were hatched from eggs laid in 
the Mediterranean Sea, chiefly | 
near the island of Sicily. ~ 

Full-grown swordfish have 
been cheeked during journeys | 
they have made across the At- 
lantic and through the Strait of 
Gibraltar. Little breeding of true 
swordfish has been observed on 
this side of the ocean. 

When I make that statement, 
I am not thinking of relatives of 
the true swordfish. Marlins and 
sailfish also have “swords,” but 
their breeding habits are differ- 
ent. ; 

A true swordfish usually is 
from seven to 12 feet long when 
full-grown The weight most 
often is from 100 to 300 pounds. 

Extra-large swordfish may 
reach a length of from 13 to 20 
feet, and a weight of from 500 to 
750 pounds. The sword may be 
from three to four feet long. | 
Swordfish relatives known as 
marlins sometimes weigh half a | 
ton or more. 

Swordfish look for herrings 
and mackerel. Finding a school 
of such fish, they come up from 
below and strike right and left 
with their swords. Before the | 
attack is finished, they may. kill | 
dozens — or even hundreds — of ; 
the fish they attack. Later they 
take their time in eating their 
victims. 

Now and then a swordfish | 
strikes against an ocean vessel. | 
The British Museum in London | 
and other museums. contain | 
heavy planks taken from the 
bottoms of ships which these fish 
have “attacked.” Implanted in | 
the planks are swords. After 
making such a mistake, the fish 
usually breaks off its sword and 
swims away.
